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J-Jr '!t m suui thut Juuge Douglas will visit this 
city during his present electioneering tour. We 
think not. There is no occasion for his coming 
here, and he can certainly gain nothing by pro- 
claiming his semi abolition heresies in this State. 
But should be come there are men who would 
join in ovations to him, and would hr.il him with 
as much enthusiasm as if he had never coalesced 
with the Black Republicans in the United States 
Senate, and as it his anti Lecompton friends in 
the North had never openly warred against the 
National Democracy and in favor of the Aboli- 
tionists. 

What hss Judge Douglas done that he should be 
received sub ovations in the South, and that pagans 
should he suDg in hia boner. Wh&t act of pecu 
culiar devotion to the South has he manifested 
within the last two years, end what do his boast- 
ed services in the past amount to with the modern 
interpretation which he gives to his pet measures. 
His favorite Kansas-Nebraaka Act, as he explains 
it, is a farce and aches’; and the repeal of the 
Missouri Compromise an act of ucnecessarv legis- 
lation. 

By the Nebraska Kansas act, he succeeded in 
rousing to its highest pitch the sectionalism of 
the North, without securing for the South t'ue 
practical recognition of its rights. He fanned 
the dame of anti slavery excitement, and on it 
he has lived and breathed and bad hts being.— 
But, when this anti slavery fanaticism became 
too strong and unmanageable, when he could not 
eontrolthe tempest be had raised, when hts posi- 
•ition in the Senate was imperilled, for the grati- 
fication of mere personal spite, and, as it was 
alleged, to save himself io Illinois, he abandoned 
the parly which had mads him all be ever was, 
and openly joined the Black Republicans; was 
their recognized leader in the TLirty-fourth Con- 
gress, caucussed with them, spoke far them and 
voted with them— and was practically as good a 
Black Republican as any of them. But his anti- 
Lecomptonism was almost forgotten and passed 
over, when, driven to the wall by Lincoln, he, to 
save his place in the Senate, pandered agriu to 
Northern fanaticism, and'enunciated his heresy of 
“unfrieqdly legislation,” by which it was design- 
ed to cheat the South of all it had gained by the 
Nebraska Kansas act and the subsequent decis- 
ion in the Dred Scott case. 

But, Judge Douglas in his recent essay has 
gone further than any ot his apologists ever im- 
agined he would go. They said he went against 
the admission of Kansas as a slave State to save 
himself in Illinois, and he made his Freeport 
speech for a similar purpose. But not so Lis re- 
cent essay — i bit was written unnecessarily, and is 
more obnoxious to tie South than either his anti- 
Lecon.pt. u or his Freeport speech. He is going 
off further and further from the Democracy, and 
going on at the rate he is new progressing, he 
will soon tied himself completely out of the Dem- 
ocratic party. 

How far Judge Douglas will go, we cannot pre- 
tend n predict, at this time. W e knuw, however, 
how far his friends have gone in the Northern 
StaUs, and we do not see why he may not do as 
his friends have done. Wherever this anti-Le- 
compton element in the Democratic party has 
been in the ascendency, there they have used it 
against the nationsn>emocracy and in favor of 
the Black Republicans. In Pennsylvania, the 
Douglas men under Forney openly coalesced with 
the Black Republicans, and in Indians, last year, 
tbe anli-Lecompton men ran independent candi- 
dates against the regular Democratic nominees, 
and thereby defeated some of the best and truest 
Democrats in the North, and all because they had 
dared to stand by tbe constitutional rights of the 
South. Judge Hughes, of Indiana, was defeated 
by the nosing of one uf these Douglas Deme- 
ocrats, and so were other good, true, and able 
Democrats. And what was the consequence? The 
anti Lecompton men, by their traitorism at the 
North, have lost ns the National House of Repre 
sent stives, and have given it over to tbe Black 
Republicans; end cow, having done all the mis 
chief they can, they wish to dictate terms to the 
National Democracy, and demand that their 
leader, Stephen A. Douglas, shall be rewarded for 
bis labors to divide and break np the Democracy, 
by receiving the Charleston nomination for the 
Presidency. 

These men, reeking with their recent abolition 
associations, and having done incalculable mis 
chief to our party, now desire to control and 
manege it, and threaten if we do not nominate 
their choice, they will endeavor to do it. W e be 
lieve them. Their post acts 6how their sincerity. 
They have already done so when they have had 
the opportunity. 

Bat we will teil the squatter sovereign Demo- 
crats of the North that the Southern Democracy 
don’t care the “toss of s copper” between their 
doctrines and Sewardism, and that even the la- 
bored Magazine efforts of Douglas and bis stump 
speeches can not save him with the true Democracy 
of the nat'on. The Democracy never forgive ODe 
who falls from bis high estate. A Democrat who 
onae falls, falls irretrievably and forever. Judge 
Douglas wiil not prove an exception. He ro*y 
succeed as did Van Pureu in 1S48, in defeating 
the regular Democratic candidate for the Presi- 
dency; but after that he will be powerless for evil 
His career os a politician is over, and he canrot 
be galvanized into political life by all his effoits 
In Abolition Magazines or on the stump. 

Let Judge Douglas come to Kentucky, and let 
tboae who endorse his anti l^cemptonism, hit 
Freeport speech, and his squatter sovereignty, re- 1 
ceive him with open arms; we certainlv shall not 
do ao — our fidelity to the South, the Constitution 
and the Democracy alike forbid it. 

Cot'XTT Faies.— W e are in the midst of tbe sea- 
son of the year d evoted to the exhibition of our 
Agricultural fairs. Several faira have already 
been held, and others are in progress, and all, so 
far as we have learned, have been largely at- 
tended and liberally patronized. Fairs, in this 
State, are of recent origin, the larger number of 
them having been started within the last three or 
four years; but the success which has attended 
them baa certainly been very encouraging— and 
we may now rank them among our permanent 
institutions. 

It is right and proper oar people should have 
occasions on which they may meet together in 
social intercourse, and spend a few days of fes- 
tivity. Our fairs are not only devoted to the exhi- 
bition of fine stock and the richproducts of our 
soil, but are already looked forward to as occa- 
sions of grest social enjoyment. We hope the 
county fairs may all be liberally patronized; and, 
in order tbit they may be so, the citizens ol each 
county should patronize their local fairs. The 
Bourbon fair ia now in successful progress, the 
Lexington fair commences next week, and the 
Southwestern fair commences, near this place, on 
the 20th. We have no doubt they will all be suc- 
cessful, and that the people will turn out by thou- 
sands to attend them.

From New York. 

New York, Sept. 0. — The Washington corres- 
pondent of the Tribune says the case of Mr. 
Cook, Postmaster at Chicago, - has not been yet 
passed upon, though the President's disposition 
to favor him is alleged by numerous partisans. 
Cook attributes whatever of wrong has occurred 
iu his office to persons thrust upon him by the 
* Department, whom he says be shall oust ou bis 
. return, let the oonsequences be what they may. 

I He says that he does not steal himself, nor do his 
associates. 

Peter G. Washington has arrived here after 
several months’ absence in the North end North 
west, which be has spent iu urgiDg the claims of 
Mr. Gutherie for the Presidency. It is assumed 
that Mr. Breckinridge is not to be a competitor in 
Kentucky if the Senatorship is freely accorded to 
him. 

The Washington correspondent of the Herald 
> says the Northwestern difficulty will doubtless be 
come a matter of negotiation between the Gov 
eroments of Great Britain and that of the United 
States, as tbe treaty setting the boundary has no 
provision for a settlement in such a case as has 
arisen. The State Department has had this mat 
ter under consideration, and General Harney will 
receive instructions to act with great caution 
until the Governments have compared views upon 
the subject. 

This morning Judge^Ingrshsm, of the Supreme 
Court, rendered a decision in the case of John A. 
Underwood et al„ agent of the New York and Nee 
Haven Railroad Co , in which an application was 
made toen'oin tbe company from paying a divi- 
dend of 1 3 per share, recently declai ed, till it sbal] 
have been ascertained who are the genuine stock, 
holders entitled to such dividends. The Judge 
holds that there is no good reason to restrain the 
disbujsement of the dividend upon stock now held 
by persons who owned it prior to 1850 and have 
not transferred it since that time. Tbe injunction 
is continued against the stockholders, and the di- 
rectors are enjoined from declaring any future 
dividend till tiie adjudication of some courijshall 
eeperate the genuine issues from those of Schuy- 
ler. 

Charles Neibuhr, the sailor wounded in the af- 
fray on the Mayflower a few days since, died last 
night at tbe hospital. 

The fall business is gradually assuming a wider 
volume of activity, though in gome quarters we 
hear it remarked that tbo purchases are not to the 
extent which the abundaut crops throughout the 
country would seem to encourage. Iu the dry 
goods market there is a good busieess doing. The 
far Southern demand has subsided considerably, 
but the near bv rionth is beginning to be repre 
sented, which, together with the appearance of 
Western merchants, gives rise to a fair amount 
of sales. The only material change in prices is 
in domestic goods, which are more freely offered 
at a decline. 

The Independent of to-day furnishes the fol- 
lowing report : Tbe demand, except with a few 
leading houses, has not yet come to the average 
of past ye; rs, out hopes are entertained that it 
wili yet do so. The offerings of silks, both fancy 
and staple, are very large, and all but very desi- 
rable styles are easy to buy at some decline. But 
few British goods have been passed for sale, and 
French and German fabrics are in heavy 
surplus supply. The quantity of shawls import- 
ed this season is unusually large and can be 
bought cheap. The demand for the West is not 
so good as was even expected, and that was but 
small. Domestic goods are comparatively steady, 
but print goods have sold in large quantities at a 
concession in prices. Cotton staple goods stead v, 
but the declining price of the raw material, with 
prospects of a very abundant crop thia year, is 
creating expectations of some decline in goods or- 
dered lor future delivery. At present stocks are 
not heavy. Domestic woolens are active; both 
delaines and fancy cassimeres are firm. Silk 
mixtures have c- ased to be desirable goods at 
present, and therefore do not participate in the 
general buoyancy of the woolen domestic 
market. 

A large and spirited audience was present at 
Haggertv & Co.’a sales room at tbe sale of Charles 
Payers A Co.’s French ribbons, which sold quite 
well and fully up to tbe range previously obtain- 
ed. Wilmerdings, Hnguet A Humbert had a sale 
of Gourd, Frerers <fc Co.’s importation of silks, 
which, though establishing a lower range of prp 
ce», sold on the whole quite satisfactorily. 

Tbe bark J. W. Page, from Monrovia’, Liberia, 
on the 51st of July, furnishes very interesting 
newt, and reports late papers from the West Coast 
of Africa. 

Small pox prevailed extensive!? in Monrovia, 
and a large public health meeting had been held 
in order to devise measures to arrest its progress. 

The Quail, a new war steamer, presented bv the 
Euglish Government to the Republic, had arrived 
from Plymouth, and the journals are loud in their 
protestations of gratitude to Queen Victoria and 
Lord Palmerston, contrasting their liberality with 
the policy of the United Statts towards their 
country very unfavorably to ourselves. Presi- 
dent Benson immediately went on a visit to the 
Chiefs to the leeward in the Quail. 

Everything quiet at Cape Palmas. 

Independence day was celebrated with great 
eclat; the two military companies in Monrovia 
turning out in grand style to hear, with othercit- 
ixens a tine oration. 

The English cruisers were taking slave prizes 
on the coast. 

A number of vessels from the United States had 
arrived at Monrovia, landing many distinguished 
African travelers. Good cargoes — an iron sugar 
mill, a lot of bibles, a number of settlers from 
our Northern and Southern States. 

Severs! native students had distinguished 
themselves at the late high school examination. 

The Late Railroad Accident. 

Albany, Sept, i* — A geutlemai of New Yoik, 
one of the sufferers by the receut accident upon 
the Albany, Vermont aud Canada ru lroad, at 
Schaghticaile, was in this city yesterday, and for 
tbe purpose of appearing befoie the grand jury 
and havit g Mr. White, president of the road, in- 
dicted. He seems determined to use every possi- 
ble legal method of obtaining redre.-s.
